If we assume that the denominational red 
overprints were arranged in the same fashion (fours at the’ top, four- 
fifties at the bottom), our error could be explained by a simple in- 
verting of the sheet as it was fed into the press for overprinting. 
This wo.ld give us a total population of four error notes; does anyone 
know of the whereabouts of the other three?

John Young was a physician and his second wife was 
Sarah Scott who might have been a relative of the other signer of the 

note. The first merchant in Marthasville was Benjamin Young, the brother of 
John Young who opened a store in 1819. 


The bulk of the above informaton was furnished by a reference located by 
William C. Fordyce, that being a history of pioneer families of Missouri.

merchandise. Merchandise apparently was limited to flour, corn, 
pork and beef. There seems to be no information on the second 
issue but a few copies of the third, dated July 26, 1808, have been 
preserved and reprints made. 

An examination of the third issue [Frontispiece] reveals that 
the publisher was much more concerned with national and inter- 
national events than with the local news. This, even though news 
items from abroad carried datelines of two months previous and 
news from the east coast was at least a month old. There is, how- 
ever, one item of special interest to the Kansas City area which 
reads: "It is with heart felt pleasure we announce the patriotism 
displayed by the 5t. Charles troops of horse, a few days ago; they 
offered their services to accompany General Clark up the Mis- 
souri, in order to protect and assist in the building of the intended 
Fort, at or near the Osage River." 

From 1808 to 1818 the events of St. Louis and the territory 
were ргезегуса ftom oblivious influences of the time chiefly in the 
office of the Missouri Gazette. In this period, Charless’ printings, 
other than the newspaper, consisted mostly of Territorial Acts and 
new editions of the Laws. In 1816, however, the Gazette was the 
printer of To the People of Missouri Territory, Charles Lucas’ 
exposition of a late difference between John Scott and himself, an 
affair that was settled amicably, and in 1817 Charless Missouri 
and Illinois Almanac for 1818 [Plate III], the first almanac 
printed in Missouri. Charless’ Almanac listed the usual important 
information found in almanacs, more important, however, was 

the description of St. Louis which is three years earlier than that 
found in the city's first directory. 

The second newspaper published in Missouri was established 
by Joshua Norvell in 1816 in opposition to the Missouri Gazette, 
and was called the Western Journal. lt was, soon after its birth,

Their children were—Daniel, Joshua, Pernell, 
f Casper, Susan, and Caleb. ‘The latter married Elizabeth Wood- 
land, of Kentucky, and settled in Warren county in 1818. They 
had nine children—William, Dulcinea, Laurel, Abihue, Heath, 
Jane, Zuima, Elizabeth, and Caleb C. ` Dulcinea married Everett 
Creech, who settled in Warren county in 1819. :Jane married 
William Guerdo, son of Jared D. Guerdo, who settled in St.

Perhaps seven or eight years ago we 
exchanged letters after Dick Hoober had sent 
you a xerox of the set of four (10-25-50-1.00) 
notes of stagecoach scrip of "P. Roberts" of 
Independence, Mo. -- the usual unsigned and 
un-numbered remainder type. 


Quite by accident, I just came across 
a tid-bit of information on the company that 
I thought you might like for your files. 


I am a native of Osborn, Missouri-- 
a village now so small most maps omit it. 
When I left in 1939 the population was 250, 
and is less now. But around the time of the 
Civil War it had a railroad, when Kansas City 
about 60 miles to the south did not. Anyway, 
in 1974 a friend of mine, J. D. Dunham, had 
published a history of the town. Now deceased, 
Mr. Dunham had nevertheless had for years 
collected much local history and genealogy 
from city and county records and early newspapers. 


I suspect the one sentence mention at 
the lower left is from Goodspeed's 1888 History 
of Andrew & Dekalb Counties, but may also be 
from early newspapers -- perhaps the "Western 
Weekly Register" of Maysville.

Town Of Osborn, Mo. 


Many towns that came into being as a result ofthe building of 
the railroads received names of persons who in one way or another 
were associated with the enterprise. Osborn was no exception. The 
town received its name complimenting Col. Wm. Osborn of Water- 
ville, New York, a partner of the firm, John Duff & Co., that had 
received the contract to build the Hannibal & St. Joe Railroad. 
Henry Baker, construction engineer in the Western Division of the 
Railroad and J. T. K. Hayward, with Duff and Osborn, as land 
agents for the railroad, laid out the town registering the plat in the 
sunties of DeKalb and Clinton in July 1858. The plat of the 
original town consisted of 84 blocks, of which 36 blocks were 
located in Clinton County. 

Henry Baker moved his office to the town site in 1858 and 
fter started a lumber yard which was the first business es-

tablished. In the same year, Wm. L. Ferguson and T. B. Harbor 
constructed a building for use in selling general merchandise and 


each of them put up a dwelling in 1859. The railroad was laid to 
Osborn from the west in the late summer of 1858. A depot was

war and the Pacific R. R. from St. Louis did not reach Kansas City 
until 1865. Cattle were driven to the Osborn Stockyards from a 
great distance to be shipped to Chicago. They came from as far 
south as Cass County and from as far north as the Iowa line. 

This was the beginning of an era that would see thousands 
upon thousands of cattle driven to the railheads as they were ex- 
tended into the west, to be shipped to the packing plants of 
Chicago, then on to ine populated arcas of the castein states. 
Chicago would become the capital of commerce and industry in 
the development of the new country, heretofore the privilege of St. 
Louis, afforded by the Missouri and Mississippi waterways and the 
market to the South. 

With the railroad attracting settlers to the cheap land, the 
stations in turn attracted business men to furnish supplies, the first 
of which has been mentioned in Osborn,—lumber yards and 
general stores. One of the first men to come to Osborn, having 
been trained in a new profession, was Samuel B. Hitt. He came ear- 
ly in the year of 1861 and accepted the position of Station Agent 
and Operator of the newly established telegraph line. Shortly 
thereafter the first important message received at the office was an 
account of the firing on Fort Sumpter. He purchased the general 
merchandise business from Ferguson and Harbor in 1862, later 
engaging in the lumber business. He continued in the merchandise 
and lumber business until the 1880s. 

Henry Clay Duncan, whose father Stephen C. Duncan had 
shipped the first cattle to Chicago from Osborn, entered the 
merchandise business in 1862 at the age of 21 years with S. B. Hitt. 
He retained an interest in such business the next 35 years as a 
partner in the firm with J. S. Cornman and later with F. M. John- 
son. He was a livestock dealer and shipper his lifetime, being one of

the first breeders of Purebred Shorthorns in the county. The Bank 
of Osborn was organized July 1883 by H. C. Duncan, President, 
and R. W. Nicholson, Cashier, as a private bank with paid up 
capital of $5,000.00. It was reorganized Aug. I, 1886 as a stock 
bank with capital of $10,000.00. Duncan, R. W. Nicholson, A. J. 
Hitt, Joseph S. Cornman, and Thomas Turner were directors. The 
Bank of Osborn operates today under this charter. Mr. Duncan 
was a director of the American Shorthorn Breeders Assn. He was 
an organizer and director of the American Royal Livestock Show, 
Kansas City, Mo., and actively supported the Mo. State Fair 
Association. His Maple Hill Farm of 1040 acres, 5 miles southwest 
of Osborn was well known among the Shorthorn Breeders of the 
U. S. He shipped 53 bulls to the John Sparks Ranch of Reno, 
Nevada in 1898.

Recently, I had the very rare experience of picking up an unlisted note at a 
West Coast Coin Store. With this in mind, I thought possibly that Paper Money readers 
might be interested in the results of my effort to learn something about the background 
of this 10¢ Iowa note.

Dear Mr. Hessler: 


Thanks for the imformation on the $5 Exchange Bank of St. Louis notes in the 
Newman collection. I'm enclosing a color photograph of the Pl. C Orange-red overprint 
proof on card note in my collection. This represents my first attempt to take color 
photographs of notes with a Canon T70 35mm. camera. The results do appear to be better 
than those obtained with my old 35mm camera. 


As a major reason for my interest in this note, I could mention that I spent my 
early years in Duluth, Minn. and some 12-13 interesting years in the copper country 
of Upper Mich., after World War Two. Thus my interest in the central vignette of 
"Pilot Knob" which was considered one of the greatest deposits of iron ore in the 
country in 1847. The portrait of Lewis V. Bogy also adds to the background of this 
note as he was the President of the Exchange Bank; a Senator; a Colonel; President 
of the St. Louis & Iron Mountain Railroad and presided over the Pilot Knob Company 
for some years. While I'm sure that the above is not new to Newman it does represent 
— for considering this an exceptional note. 

I certainly do appreciate Newman's offer to show me what he has in Georgia notes 
with some advance notice. Possibly will take him up on this offer at some time in 
the future. While I have a fairly nice reference collection of Georgia notes, I'm 
interested in seeing or locating imformation on notes not found in my collection or 
illustrated in various references. As a key item, I would love to see or acquire 
photocopies of the George Smith (of Chicago) notes issued by the Atlantic Bank of 
Atlanta,Ga and the Interior Bank of Griffin,Ga. Claude Murphy, Jr. has one of the 
Atlantic Bank notes in his collection, but so far I have not used the right approach 
to acquire a photocopy. As one of the reasons for my interest in George Smith notes, 
I could mention that my collection contains an unlisted $5 D note of the Bank of 
America located at Washington, DC signed by George Smith as president. Not in the 
Ellis Edlow or Julian M. Leidman collections. I also have had a chance to examine 
the George Smith notes of Wisconsin in the collection of Chester L. Krause. 


In addition to the above, I'm working on the stories behind the note issues of 
the Bank of Darien; Bank of St. Marys; Bank of Columbus and the Wills Valley Railroad. 
Just to name a few. On the last, I consider it unfortunate that Hoober did not spend 
more time on the listing of the notes of this Railroad. If he had used the Garland 
listing, found in the Tennessee reference as a guide, I'm sure, he would have had 
better results. 


While I realize that my interest in notes might be different than other collectors, 


the above should give a good idea of why I'm interested in checking out other collec- 
tions of Georgia notes. I just hope that my comments are of some interest.

In answer to your inquiry of April 20, 1987 as to the County of St. Louis 
circulating warrants of the 1841-2 period, we are glad to give you some 
historical background. 


You own the two original engraved copper plates (see footnote) for printing 
the money, the plates having been given to you by Tom K. Smith when president 
of Boatmen's National Bank. You state that you are considering using 

those plates to print replicas of the notes. If you do, we presume you 

will comply with the Hobby Protection Act, as this requires an explanation 
on each item of the fact that it is a replica. 


I also urge you to avoid printing the items in exactly the same color 
as the few reprints printed about 40 years ago in black and also in green. 


The issuance and circulation of County of St. Louis warrants in the 1841-2 
period was the result of the depression (panic) of 1837. When the charter 
of the Second Bank of the United States expired in 1836, the state banks 
issued quantities of paper money and extended credit extensively. The 
speculation resulted in a suspension on May 10, 1837 by banks of payments 
in gold and silver. The depression began in the east and spread westward 
to all parts of the country. Missouri as a state had chartered no banks 
until 1837 when the Bank of the State of Missouri was created with substan- 
tial State ownership and with specie backing required for paper money. 

By 1840, bank failures in Illinois, Kentucky and Tennessee destroyed 

the confidence of Missourians in paper currency from other areas. Its 

own bank was very conservative and did not issue much paper money. 


County Courts ran the affairs of Missouri counties and had the power 

under the February 14, 1835 Act to issue warrants or drafts on the County 
Treasurer to pay the amounts when funds from taxes were available. When 

tax collections were inadequate, the idea was proposed to issue warrants 

in decorated form and in convenient denominations as an emergency substitute 
for money (scrip). This was a practice used in Pennsylvania and elsewhere, 
even though it violated the U. S. Constitution. In 1841 a new jail and 

court house required $50,000 and circulating warrants were issued to 

pay for them. The City of St. Louis and other Missouri counties, cities 

and towns also issued circulating warrants as money to pay their obligations. 
The copper plate prepared for the County of St. Louis had $1, $2, $5 

and $10 denominations engraved by Durand, Hammond & Mason, of Cincinnati,

Ohio. Each note contained a vignette of a view of the St. Louis County 
Court House as then constructed. That court house, although substantially 
altered before the Civil War, is the dominant historic site in St. Louis 
today and you are in it. 


No original example of a County of St. Louis note is known as all were 
redeemed and destroyed. In 1842, L. A. Benoist, St. Louis exchange brokers, 
bought in many of the warrants. Examples of circulating warrants issued 

by the City of St. Louis and other Missouri counties are known, but are 
extremely rare. 


Because the issuing of money by Missouri governmental units was considered 
an abuse and a way of getting free interest on borrowed funds, Missouri 
passed an Act on May 17, 1843 suppressing the circulation of all Missouri; 
city, county and town scrip by primarily 


1. requiring warrants to be made out for the full amount of any 
indebtedness to a person instead of issuing multiple warrants 
for one indebtedness; 


2. requiring warrants to be in a specific form without any 
ornamentation; and 


3. requiring warrants to be payable only to the person to whom 
money was owed and to be assignable only by a prescribed 
written form and not to pass from bearer to bearer. 


If there is further data you need, please call upon us. You can easily 
elaborate on the Court House history. у

Dear Mr. Newman: 


I'm sorry that you picked a rather poor time to try and contact me in rezards to 
the very interesting Hard Times Token subjects. Му part time job witn the Green Giant 
Co. (Pilsbury Co.) became more than a full time job over the past twenty days. 30 and 76 
hours a week! To make matters worse, the wife was in Houston, TX to attend the High School 
graduation of a granddaughter. Normally this part time job which starts in Farch and lasts 
to the second week in June doesn't represent any problem. You are correct in regards to 
our home phone number being 509-382-117. 


Your reference to the Anti-Slavery Tokens of 1838 and the 1792 counterfeit law (as 
applied to copper tokens) would seem to possibly answer my last major questions in regards 
to the Hard Times Token issues. From my research I gained the impression that something 
took place in late 1837 or early 1838 to halt the production of dard Times Tokens as a 
circulating medium. (Political nature of the tokens possibly had a strong bearing). While 
Low 54, SuA and Low 55 are dated 1838 there are reasons to suspect that they were not struck 
at Attleboro or the Scovill location. The two most logical places for the authorities to 
first exert pressure to stop the production of Hard Times Tokens. 


About a year after the Edward Hulseman article, I acquired Elliot Woodward's Forty-Sixth 
Sale - The Dietrich-Morgan Collections - April 19,20,21, 1882 which gives a rather good idea 
of the action taken against the Scoville Company to stop the production of Hard Times Tokens 
аз-а circulating medium. I'm enclosing copies of the material. As you will note, the Dayton 
Library copy machine is not the best. I had planned to use the imformation in an article 
on the Scovill Co., which never took place. As far as I know, I doubt that I used the material 
- although it is possible that I might have mentioned it in an article that covered a token 
struck by the Scovill Co. If you consider it important, I will make the check as soon as I 
have the time. 


In the case of the Hulseman article, I may have made the mistake of using the wrong title. 
The main object of the article was to establish the dating of the majority of the Hard Times 
Tokens issued as a circulating medium. In the case of Low 51, I unfortunately failed to mentior 
the source of the imformation that establishes that it was issued in the Fall of 1833. Russell 
Rulau lists it with the 1937 date with some question marks. Also he lists Low 63 with the 181 
date. In other words, he is still using the Low dating system which is wrong on a number of 
tokens. Thus while it is evident that any copper token of large cent size issued between 1838 
and 1857 could have been used as a circulating medium at various times, it is my impression 
that the real Hard Times Token period extends from 1832 to 1838. Along this line, I find it 
hard to believe that Low would list items like Low 57 as a Hard Times Token. The size alone 
would indicate that it should be listed as a political campaign medalet. Possibly Low had 
evidence that it was used as a circulating medium. In any event, it is possible that we might 
never be able to date certain mules of dies. Fortunately, I doubt that we have the same 
problems that are found in the Civil War token series. I would suspect that it would almost 
be an impossible task to list the actual tokens that circulated during the Civil War period. 


In regards to the George Smith's notes, the banks are Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurance 
Co. (Not a bank); Bank of America, Chicago; Bank of America, Washington; Bank of Atlanta, 
Georgia and the Interior Bank of the State of Georgia at Griffin. As for one of the reasons 
I'm interested in this subject, my collection contains a $5.00 note of the Bank of America, 
Washington, D.C. signed by George Smith as president. This bank is not even mentioned in 


the sale of the Julian У. Leidman collection of District of Columbia Currency which contained 
the Ellis Edlow collection.

` You mention that you have the $10 note of the Wisc Marine & Fire Ins Co signed by 
G. Smith which brings up the question of whether it represents another counterfeit $10 
note. In an early issue of the Coin World, Glenn B. Smedley published an article on the 
counterfeits of this $10 note. About two years ago, Chet Krause tried to pin me down 
in regards to whether I thought the $10 notes he had in his collection were counterfeits. 
While I did not give a definite answer, I did mention in a later letter that it would be 
possible to determine whether the notes were counterfeit by comparing them with a proof 
note that was recently offered in an auction sale. I made a bid on the note but was not 
even close. Evidently he made the comparison as he called them counterfeits at the last 
ANA show in Wisconsin. If by any chance you have the time, I'm sure you would enjoy reading 
"George Smith's Money" by Alice E. Smith. 1966. 


With the above counterfeit in mind it is interesting to note that in 1856 Mr. John S. 
Dye indicated that the best counterfeit bill that was ever made was a fifty on the State 

Bank of Missouri. Evidently this was the counterfeit bills that were widely passed in | 
California. Іп my notes on Missouri, I have the following copied from the History of Banking 
by Knox: 


"So valuable were the notes of the Bank of the State of Missouri in California, in the 
fifties, that a gang of counterfeiters took advantage of their popularity and struck off 
imitations of them in large quantities. They were well executed and were freely taken, 
not only by the miners, but by merchants and private bankers. A package of them, $15,000 
in amount, was kept for several years in the St. Louis banking house of Page & Bacon, which 
had been taken in at a premium in gold by their San Francisco branch house; and a prominent 


and wealthy citizen of St. Louis suffered an equal loss through the counterfeits received 


from California." 


In a reply to Ronald L. Horstman inquiry in regards to my Missouri notes, I mentioned 


"that I was quite certain that the counterfeit $20 note of the Palmyra Branch of the Bank of 


the State of Missouri would not be accepted by any banking house in California. In his reply 
he mentioned the $50 note which led to a check of my paper money references which turned up 
the John S. Dye quote as well es one method used to identify the counterfeit found in a Bank 
Note List. Something about a variation in the size of a foot. This and the above represents 
the reason I'm interested in a good copy of the $50 note as well as the $10 Wisconsin Marine 
and Fire Insurance Co. note. 


Up to the appearance of the Vacca sale, collectors outside of Missouri had very little 
reference material they could use in a study of Missouri notes. This represents the reason 
I made an effort to pick up additional imformation on the $5 note of the Exchange Bank of 
St. Louis. Because of its relation to the history of St. Louis, I considered it an ideal 
single note to write a short article on. I might also mention that the 0. Stevens 5¢ note 
of St. Joseph found under lot )96 is now listed as a Michigan note. 


In regards to Low 5) and SlA, David Gladfelter and I did a great deal of research in 
the early 1970's on the Hard Times Tokens and were of the opinion that Low 5) was struck in 
New York City and Low 5A was struck at Belleville, N.J. The 1833 Liberian Cent was also 
struck at Belleville. I might add that we also believed that Low 55 was also struck at the 
location just mentioned. From the imformation located by David in N.J., it was quite evident 
that Belleville was a major center for the production of counterfeit foreign coins - South 
America, Central America and Mexico. Just as one example, this explains the numerous brass 


2 Reales coins that had lost their original silver coating. I only mention this to see how 
it ties in with the imformation you have discovered.

As for my present interest іп U.S. obsolete notes, I might mention that it was my 
first major collecting interest after World War Two. I formed a rather nice collection prior 
to moving to Washington from Michigan іп 1959, Му main interest at that time was Mich. and 
the Southern States. In addition, I picked up a number of notes from the balance of the 
States. The lack of notes and collectors on the West Coast represents the main reason my 
collecting interest shifted to U.S. tokens and medals ss well as Conn. colonial cents,

More Cars for VVebb City. 


“The season is near an end. The office of the United States Bureau of Markets was 
closed yesterday in Monett, as its service is at an end. Tho Ozark Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation office will remain open several days pending settlements with member associations. 

* About 2,800 cars have been shipped from the district. Official reports will bear this 
out. Prices are stronger and shipments are dropping off. There will be no berries after 
a few more days. 

“webb City will ship a car this morning from last night's receipts, it was thought last 
night, making 19 cars from that point. Webb City will ship several more cars. Joplin 
has shipped 21 cars in addition to about four or five cars shipped local express and sold on 
the city market. 

“The total production for the Jasper county association’s territory will approximate 
fifty cars or more than 21,000 crates. The pickers of these berries have received approx- 
imately $15,000. 

Predict Increased Acreage. 





"Strawberry currency" worth $9,734 has been issued by the banks of Joplin. Webb 
City, Duenweg, Alba and Galena. In addition to this, five or six thousand dollars have 
been paid to pickers in cash. The Bank of Alba said yesterday that pickers in that vicinity 
have received more than $1,500. Pickers for growers loading at Joplin received nearly 35,000, 
checks totaling $2,539 having been issued here. Webb City issued $2,850 worth of berry 
checks and Duenweg, $2,800. 

"After disappointment over the failure to receive war-time prices, the growers gen- 
erally have been pleased with the returns and there is promise of an increased acreage.’’— 
Joplin Globe, early June. 1922.

WATERMELON PRODUCTION, MISSOURI, 1920 AND 1921. 


The additional honor of being the leading ''late watermelon-producing state" in the 
country was thrust upon Missouri by the United States Department of Agriculture in the 
summer of 1921 through the promulgation of the information that for 1921 tho state's offi- 
cially-recorded yield of this luscious commodity totaled 3,642 carloads, thereby excelling 
that of either Indiana, Iowa, Maryland, Arkansas, Colorado, Delaware, Illinois, Oklahoma 
and Central California. 

Missouri’s huge watermelon-producing counties, the same ones which produce cotton 
and corn as prolifically, are in the southeast section, below Cape Girardeau. Years ago 
this portion of the state was classed as being so swampy and low that it could not be drained 
and, therefore, then considered almost worthless save for its heavy growth of timber, but 
it is now well ditched and drained and is famous the country over as the most fertile and 
fruitful section of the state. The 1921 Federal figures only cover the watermelon-production 
counties along the Mississippi river from Cape Girardeau south. While the annual water- 
melon yields of the counties in the valleys of the Missouri river and its tributaries, and 
along the Mississippi river from Cape Girardeau north to the Iowa border line, are large, 
the crop when aggregated never excceds that of the southeast Mississippi river counties in 


a normal year. 


Early Output of Southern States Not Included. 


Southern states, such as Florida, Georgia, Texas and others, which markot their melons 
in late May and all through early Juno, aro classed as “early watcrmelon states,’ and there- 
fore are not included with those commonwealths such as Missouri, Illinois and Oklahoma, 
which ship late in July, throughout August, and In early September. ; 

For the 1921 yield of watermelons, lato producing states, Oklahoma ranked second to 
Missouri with a production of 2,386 carloads, and Central California came third with 1,802 


carloads. 
Missouri’s Leading Watermelon Counties. 


Not less than a hundred Missouri counties have an annual yield of watermelons, the 
crops varying in size, but the officially-registered Federal returns aro only from tho huge 
producing counties in the southeast corner, such as Scott, Mississippi, Butler, New Madrid, 
Pemiscot, Dunklin, Cape Girardeau, Oregon, Howell and McDonald counties. А fair esti- 
mation placed the entire Missouri 1921 commercial yield of watermelons of tho other smaller 
producing counties at 1,500,000 melons, and such an estimation being added, the total 1921 
watermelon production of the state was approximately 5,150,000 melons.
